A call sent out brought — police 
and firemen to the scene and the 
victims were’ extricated, | Four 
were taken to Hospital, one with 
both his legs crushed. 

As to the cause of the mishap, 
various reasons are given, One 
theory is that recent rains loosen- 
ed embankment. Another is 
that there had been a consider- 
thle leakage from one of two wat 
terpipes enrrying water to the 
conerete trough immediately on 
the top -of the embankment, this 
in die course converting. the, em- 
bankment into a sodden condition, 


Sudden Collapse, 


Whatever the cause, the collapad 
was sudden, o¢curring some ten 
minutes after work was started, 
Fortunately, the trench had been 
complete lind the fal] urred 


fit the same time yesterday, when 


there were on darge number’ of

Three men standing on the top 
of the embankment, cseaped by 
jlimping back quickly.

shall be reduced to 15 ‘per cent, in 
the case of any tenement for which 
no provision is made for any, 
supply of water from such water- 
works. For the purposes of thin 
resolution provision for water 
supply shall he deemed to be mide 
for a tenement, atQiough it has 
not connexion with the Govern. 
ment watermaings oor waterworks, 
if sneh tenement ia situated with- 
in 200 yards from oa Government 
watermain,” 

He said. Wo will be remembered 
by Hon, Members that the Acting 
Colonial Secretary when moving 
a resolution in this Council on the 
4th of December, 1920, to increase 
the Assessment rates: referred to 
the pr i nbsence of uniformity 
in the figures for various lovali- 
ties and he intimated that it was 
hoped to introduce in time for the 
quarter beginning on the Tat of 
July a simpler table of rates. The 
resolution which Iam now movinjc 
will if it is approved carry that 
policy into effect. 

Hon. Members will observe that 
the only discrimination now pro- 
posed is on the basis of the pro- 
vision of water and that reare

Like the report 
of the Cotton Mission, this lttust 
document lays bare the whole posi- 
tion and states mn number of un- 
palatable facts with a directness 
which should be appreciated by all 
who have the future expansion of 
British commerce at heart. Sir 
Ernest Thompson, when he reached 
England, told, interviewers that the 
Mission would have some. unplea- 
sant observations to make. The 
report certainly bears out his pro- 
Happily, however, the Mis- 
sioners have not confined ..themsel- 
ves to criticism: they have put 
forward any number of construc- 
tive proposals which, if acted tpon, 
should have a beneficin] effect on 
the situation. Admittedly, there 
are some fields in which British op- 
portunities are .extremely limited, 
due largely to the growing indus- 
trialism of Japan. There may be 
some others in which the openings 
are lost for good and all." But: it’ 
iy just as true that new avenues-are 
constantly being opened up, and’ it 
must be the task of British manu- 
facturers ‘and exporters to adjust

other nations, In particular, the 
lack of attention to proper sdver- 
tising is commented upon, a very 
necessary reminder of the power 
of the printed word.

Soviet Trnde ‘Outlook. 


One of the most significant 
fentures of the International 
Chamber of Commerce meeting in 
Washington is the manner in 
which the Soviet’s status in world 
markets has been brought into the 
forefront of debate. Matters 
have been brought to w head by 
steady indications thet the ive 
Year Plan’ is being: curried 
through triumphantly, backwiird- 
ness in some fields being offaet by 
near “completion: well ahead of 
time in others, and by roalisation 
of the enormous damage to price 
stability of which Russia‘is cap- 
able it the near future unless the 
lenders of industry are ready to 
co-operate. Russia is no longer 
an insignificant factor in world 
trade. On the contrary, no coun- 
try in the world can afford to 
frame an Industrial programme 
without taking hor into account. 
Business’ “lenders assembled at 
Washington’ sre obviously ‘split 
into two very- distinct .camps. 
There is. ‘one group .’ which 
advocates meeting Sovict competi- 
tion by placing an embargo ‘on 
Sovict goods of: every class and 
description. There ‘is another 
group, gnining adherents steadily, 
ivhich thinks more in‘terms of 
exports thyn Imports and is de- 
manding unrestricted  businegs 
exchange on the ground that the 
Soviet will follow the. very ‘ren- 
sonnble course of purchasing only 
in those countries accepting 
Russian. products. TheAmerican

How tedious they 
acefi to us, those lengthy pnasnzes 
of the older novelists.” 

And I hear echoes of many n con- 
feasion: . “Oh, I skipped the des- 
criptions, but the rest of the story 
wan good!” 

Such Ja the sentiment of an axe 
which is impatient, even intolerant, 
of word portraits in the older, fult- 
length manner. And is this not 
ono of the most characteristic ex- 
pressions of a restless time? For 
do wo not want action, story, “Krip- 
ping” narrative? We begrudge 
“tyo minutes” of description! 

All of which is a seriotomic 
situation fraught with no little 
irony and paradox. We know, for 
example, that Stevenson himself 
would speak of scenery for above 
two minutes at a Lime and. that. we 
are much the richer for his descrip. 
tive sketches #0 redolent 
Informal charm. We cannot forget 
the great nature writers, all of 
whont fortunately spake not two 
minutes,’ but often for — two 
hours at a time—Gilbert. White, 
Thoreau, Burroughs, Wudson aon 
the rest, not. to speak of all the 
novelists from Scatt.to Hurdy, And 
the same reminder applies not only 
to the scenery of Inndacape, “but to 
all that scene which includes human 
beings and their activities, outer 
and inner; everything that we mean 
hy description rather than narra- 
tive or explanation, For I suspect 
that Stevenson included all that, too, 
in his innuendo. At auy rate, the 
same prevailing objection extends 
to all that portraiture which  pre- 
sents any scenery In analytical or 
pictorial’ fashion. We will have 
description foreshortencd — or dis- 
persed, preferably in narrative, We 
are assured by all contemporary 
manuals of writing what we read in 
one: “Seldom, indecd—outside of 
summer resort und railroad Titera- 
ture’ is much description to be found 
that has been written for its own 
sake; usually it plays a secondary 
role in a story or explanation.” 

Poor description! It must be sup- 
pressed or disscttised so that no one 
will recognize i[—at Tens 
more than two minutes at a time! 
Yet in essence it is the one form 
which must pervade all expression 
in lnngunge. How. else can we 
convey. any impression, anything in 
that ,world of images in which we 
live? Whether we sketch a ma- 
chine or a bridge, a landscape, a 
cathedral, or a human being, we 
must describe. And even when we 
represent 
literally or figuratively any image 
or any-thought‘in_foxm_other than 
abstract, we must cal) upon des- 
cription. J{ we make ao simple an 
observation as “the car whizzed 
along the rond,” we are expressing 
an image ‘in terms of narrative, but 
no less are/ we describing not only 
the car but motion and sound. 

Perhaps we conventionally think 
of description In all too narrow 
terms. Listen to this scene from 
Norris's Octopus: “The plough- 
ing, now in full swing, .enveloped 
him in a vague, slow-moving whirl 
of things. Undernenth him was 
the jarring, jolting, trembling 
machine, .. . He hoard the horse 
hoofs by the myriads crushing 
down casily, deeply, into the loam,

q | But no less encompassing ‘are the 


invisible spheres of experience. You ' 
may draw the portrait of a person 
by sketching his agtions, and in any 
complete picture. of him this 
casential; but any summary 
analysia must axsume the descrip-' 
tive form. How else? For ‘any 
analysis of the concrete or ine 
dividual must’ be. description; in 
contrast to the analysis of the 
abstract or general which is exposi- 
tion, | like this. esaay. = Like 
Moliere’s M. Jourdain, who dia. 
covered with astonishment that he’ 
had been talking prose all his life, 
so We in ordinary conversation 
must constantly describe—or re- 
lapse into silence! And even then 
our thoughts are buay with der- 
criptions: “I am joyous in the - 
presence of this bright spring day,” 


“He is an inspiring speaker,” “She '- 


has unusual gracious charm.” 
Thesewrandom instances of our 
constant volccd: or unspoken 
estimates of experience are 
xenuine description, yet the 
rnt—yeneratty onnutes q 
pictorial for us, And this. is 
most natural, for these analogous 
words, portrait and picture, suggest 
the mysterious similarity - hetween 
the visual representation of impres- 
sions in colour and Jine and the re- 
presentation In words. In a bril- 
liantly orlyinal work7-“The Lao-~ 
koon,” Lessing once orgucd that 
langunge being a “temporal” art’ 
(since it could present itself only as 
a succession of sounds or symbols 
In time) should confine itself to 
the’ relation “of events whenever” it~ 
dealt with the concrete; while pain- 
ting, being a spatial art, should 
limit its efforts to objects in space. 
But from the beginning of: human 
langunge men have quite ignored 
such an academic theory. No one 
ean suy that language should not 
attempt to rival painting of other 
visually representative arts. Who 
would presume to cancel the sur- 
passing descriptions, those radiant 
word paintings,’ of Ruskin, Do ° 
Quincey, or Pater in prose, or those 
of Spenser, Shakespeare, Shelley, 
and Tennyson in poetry? Who can 
imagine any 
those images which alone can make 
any experlence-live again? : 
We need not, then, take. too 
seriously the somewhat, whime!cal 
observation of Stevenson. In one 
of his beautiful descriptions he once 
wrote of “the indeseribable quiet 
talk of the runnel over the stones.’ -, 
Yet of. that which he professed to 
be ultimately “indescribable,” he 
made a most suggestively . lovely 
descripfion.

‘There is no indication that tne 
efficiency of the Japancso woollen 
and worsted industry is seriously 
lower than ours, It is calculated 
that, allowing for all possibilitics, 
Yorkshire wages and costs. per 
unit of production are at least 
two and pn half{.and perhaps three 
times those of Japan,- 


" Marketing Methods. 


. Japanese export marketing, 
methods are declared to: compare 
favourably with British. Scrlous 
Investigation into the question of 
freight rates on raw wool import- 
ed into Britain, and on finished 
exports, particularly to the Far 
Ennt, is-urged. 


Japanese competition in the 
wool markets will certainly —in- 
crease and the British wool and 
textile industry must’ take steps 
to meet it and to ensure that the 
cotton trade experience will not 
be repeated. ‘ 


“The Important point for Bri. 
tain Is that of recent years the 
tendency of Japanese exports of 
all kinda of finished goods is to 
Increase both the volume and the 
varicty of markets to which they 
are consigned, 


Japanese Market Not Attractive, 


The Mission, after reference to 
United Statey and Gernian im- 
ports into Aapan, and Japanese 
distribution, cannot avold | the 
conelusion that Japan will from 
now on offer tat’ little attractton 
for foreign oo merehant — houses, 
exeept for speelal limited roods 
not produced in Japan, Tt conal- 
ders that the rey station of 
British manufacturers in Tapan 
in unsatisfactory. British manu- 
facturers would be in a much bet- 


| ter position to offer suitable: pro- 


ducts if they employed, and acted 
on the advice of efficient repre- 
sentatives, and if the prineipals 
pad persomil visits, “Britain 
unfortunately does not study mar- 
ket requirements, whereas her 
competitors do.” 


A common complaint is stated 
to be the lack of attention to pro- 
per advertisement and the uso of 
auitable catalogues and proper, 
packing, and labelling. 


British publicity is fur behind 
the times and is ineifective as 
compared with that of their com- 
petitors, The Mission has not 
failed to notice in the Far East 
signs of propaganda on the part 
of other nations which: has an 
effect harmful to British interests. 
“We commend the subject to the 
consideration of the British Gov- 
ernment,” it adds. 


‘Phe China Market. 


Turning to the China market, 
wherein many of the foregoing ob- 
servations are also applied, — the 
Mission says that Uritain’s —im- 
mediate vroblem jx whether she 
cum praduce jow and = medium 
qualities of goods at low prices, 
and recommends that the British 
Government forthwith summion a 


J conference of financial and indus-

trial interests to oxplore:thoe pos- 
albilities, of participation in the 
dovolopment of “China,” which 
would open up new markets. — - 


Under the heading of “Metals 
and Manufactures Thereof,” the 
Mission says that the co-operation 
of the financin! Intorests is ceson- 
tihl In order to counteract the 
financial , penciration of . the 
United States. “If. we are 
fight an winning battle for China 
trade we muat cducate Chinn to 
our methods ‘and products.” 


It is observed in the course of 
‘sugaestions offered on this sub- 
ject that a “general agent with- 
out an expert is usually a mero 
order-tnker and not an order- 
getter.” The organisation of Bri- 
fish ‘machinery exporters into 
groups to prevent wasteful inter- 
British competition and atreng- 
then British representation must 
be given, close attention. 


- 
Cultural Relationship. 


The Mission feels it a matter of 
most urgent necessity to promote 
more ‘Intimate cultural relation- 
ahip between China and Britain 
for the purpose of attracting Chi- 
nese students to British univerai- 
thes and. workshops. The Depart- 
ment of Oversess Trade should 
summon a conference at nn’ early 
date, at which British  universi- 
ties and dusinessmen Interested 
in China trade shonld be repre- 
scented, . 


The aume department — fs also 
recommended ta convene an early 
conference at which British bank- 
cra and industrinliats, exporters 
and merchant houses interested in 
the I'nr Eastern markets, could be 
represented for the purpore of en- 
quiring: into the complaints — of 
inadequacy of British finance, to 
meet the needs of the Japanese 
market, and to decide on desirnble 
action, The conference should 
consider the question of the pro- 
vision of Jom term credits for 
the export of machinery and equip- 
ment to China. “Tt is clear that 
the Chinese Government and the 
nation set their faces towards a 
polliey of  industrialising China, 
and British capital should play its 
part in this development.” 


Stabilixation of Stlver. 


The stabilisation of} silver 
should be sought by every means. 
gaya -the report, thus restoring 
Chinws -full purchasing: power, 
Britain should take the Jeading 
part in attaining the necessary jn- 
ternational agreement thereon. 


The Mission confirms the Cot- 
ton Mission's recommendations 
and expresses the further opinion 
that no industry which is so de- 
pendent upon exports 98 the Bri- 
tish Cotton industry can continue 
to exist unless fully competitive 
with other countries.” 


Whatever steps are necessary 
to prevent the calamitous further 
decline pf the Lancashire cotton 
industry duo to cheaper Japanese 
production. must be taken without 
delay. 


The Mission recommends the cs- 
tublishment of a British service of 
specialists or experts in countries 
undeveloped or. where _Britiah 
trade shows the greatest decline. 
The service should report direct 
te the Department of Overseas 
Trade and its personnel should be 
recruited from first class men. 


Secondly, export firms should 
consider without , delay whether 
the method of grouping for ex- 
port purposes ‘can profitably be 
applied to themselves.—Reufer.
